Radio Mirage's DX Test from Germany on 6275 kHz on Nov 1 9 made it to the USI 
Although the logs will be featured next month, the station apparently used only SO watts for this 
groundbreaking feat. Europirates use considerably less power than NAm pirates, which has been 
the frustrating obstacle for Trans-Atlantic reception. However, this catch proves that with the right 
conditions at the right time (before sunrise at transmitter site) it is possible. Check 6200 to 6300 
kHz between 0700 and 0800 UTC for other Europirate stations. 

Pirates will probably try frequencies below 6955 kHi during the Christmas holiday 
period, making the hunt much more challenging and rewarding for free radio DXers. These 
frequencies have been within the month of November by pirates: 1 700 kHz USB (RBCN at 0 1 00 
UTC). 3370 kHz AM (R Berlitz Intl at 0500 UTC). 6 1 00 kHzAM (R Free Euphoria at 1 400 UTC). 6250 
kHz (NAPRS at 2330 UTC). 3400 kHz USB has also been used in the past after 0300 UTC and the 
frequency remains relatively clear. RFM also used 1 625 kHz AM during last year's holiday period. 

Eric Suter wonders if any other DXers are hearing broadcasts on 1 620 kHz. The frequency 
is generally blocked in the Northeast by a 10 watt Travel Information Station in Connecticut. 
Unfortunately, it does skip as far south as Washington every night and clogs the frequency. Radio 
Bob has demonstrated the effective use of 1 700 kHz USB. however, let's hope to see more activity

The dismal predictions for Halloween propagation struck just after the holiday had passed, but 
seasonal changes adversly affected -local" reception Many East Coast listeners noted severe drops 
in signals after 0030 UTC or so, just as reception conditions improve for those on the West Coast. 
Unfortunately, the long skip misses everyone within 500 miles or so from the transmitter site 40 
meters is proving to bean excellent DX band by a ham DX net that meets on 7240 kHz LSB at 0700 
UTC with check ins from Germany. Japan, and Australia all at the same timel Be careful, however, 
because as George Zeller has pointed out even 80 meters goes wide after sunset. Pirates should 
consider either 3400 or 1 700 kHz USB for the holiday period. Both frequencies have been active 
in the past so listeners would be wise to check these often into the night. Unfortunately, a recurring 
coronal hole will likely increase geomagnetic activity between Dec 25 and Dec 29. Conditions for 
New Year's should be quiet but also a bit unsettled with static levels higher than normal. Have a 
safe and happy holidays, everbody. and the best 73's from Washington. DO

So what's wrong with QSUng.? an op-ad piece by Ye Old* Columnist* 
Recently some newcomers to the hobby have been putting down the part of our hobby known as 
QSUng. Anyone who sends reports and looks forward to collecting that rmrnento Is regarded as a 
"QSL whore" - or worse. So what's wrong with QSUng? 

One of the very first messages ever broadcast over a transmitter waa, "if you can hear us, please let 
us know." Thus, waayyy back In the 1920*, the reception report wa* bom. To encourage listeners to 
contact them, the broadcasters offered "station card*", which became verifications or QSL*. Thus 
you can see that QSUng la a time-honored part of the radio listening hobby; If* not a new thing and 
was certainty not conjurred up by yours truety Just for the Pirat* scan*. 

Now I is true that some reporters are a btt Inaccurate, even downright misleading, In the Information 
they give. Reception reports need to have certain basic Information AND verifiable detail to be 
considered for a verification. Pirate enthusiasts occasionally have told station Operators that they had 
"a rock-solid signal with great modulation*, even when the audio Bounded tinny and the transmitter 
drifted ail over the band; the thought apparently being that an accurate report might not gamer them 
that prized QSL card. On the other hand, IVe heard hams (especially on DX nets) say, "you're 5 by 0 
here but I missed your name and location, and my signal report. Please repeal" That 5 by 9 report 
(indicating perfect, armchair copy) la an obvious He, Isn't »..? Likewise on CB IVe heard much the 
same, "you're booming in here, but I couldn't get your 10-20 or caUslgn." So, why not Just toll the other 
-Op that his signal la weak and fading? Maybe no QSL.? Awwww... 

So what's wrong wtth QSUng..? Not a dam thing, actually. And If thos* pointing fingers and sticking 
"QSL whore" labels on others donl like to collect station momentoes, they should not bother sending 
reception reports; maybe they should take up knitting or something. The funny thing Is: They DO 
send reports and collect QSLs. And they even seem falrty proud of 1 Those low-life QSL whores..!

QUEBEC ENGLISH LANGUAGE CI AND EST IN E APPEARS 
JOHNNY CANUCK HEARD FOUR TIMES BY ACE MEMBERS 

One major barrier that has limited the growth of clandestine DXing has been the fcet that virtually no 
programming is broadcast in English by cla n de s ti n e*. Inevitably the stations produce their showi in the 
language used in the target country. There have been some rare exceptions over the yean, but clandestine 
DXing is generally not an activity that can be successfully pursued by radio listeners who demand that 
stations should broadcast in English. 

To the surprise of many, a major exception to this pattern appeared in late October and early 
November. Identifying itself as Johnny Canuck, a pro-federalist clandestine suddenly appeared on 
41 meters in association with an October 30 referendum on Quebec independence. Although a large 
majority of Quebec's population uses French as its first language, Johnny Canuck apparently 
targeted its message to the English speaking population of this Canadian province. All station 
programming was in English, with no French content John T. Arthur, who seldom is timid about 
commentary in his ACE column, provides some comment on this language issue, "I have to wonder 
how effective an English-speaking 41 meter clandestine was in broadcasting to a French-speaking 
province." 

We have loggings this month of four Johnny Canuck broadcasts. Thanks to an anonymous tip, I was 
able to hear the first three of these, all of which used 7415.2 kHz with an AM transmitter. The first 
in a sequence of hourly transmissions ran from 1700-171 1* UTC. I also heard shows at 1 800-1815* 
and 1901-1912* UTC. all of which were on October 29. ACE Veried Response editor John T. 
Arthur of New York reports that he heard the end of the second broadcast at 1815-1816* UTC, as 
well as the third show at •1901-1912* UTC. The anonymous tip that I received about this station 
said that a fourth October 29 broadcast was scheduled at 2000 UTC. However, when I checked for 
this show, it was completely obliterated by WEWN in Alabama, which had signed on with its 
powerhouse slop-generating transmitter at 2000. I did not find Johnny Canuck elsewhere at mis 
time on the 41 meter band, to if the 2000 UTC transmission took place, it does not seem to have 
been heard very well because of horrible WEWN QRM. 

ACE member Robert Ross of Ontario notes that he heard the third broadcast on October 29. But, in 
addition, he managed to hear • fourth transmission from 1408-1418* UTC on November 5, after the 
referendum was over. This November broadcast used 7471 kHz. Rob said that the station was 
celebrating victory in the election, and said that this would be the station's final broadcast unless 
Canada suffers more internal strife. 

On October 29 the station noted that its purpose was to urge^no" votes in the Quebec independence 
referendum. Some folk music songs were played during the shows, but most of the transmission 
consisted of strong pro-federalist talks by the male announcer. His message was dominated by 
alleged damage that would result to Quebec and Canada if the referendum were to pas* at the ballot 
box. The clandestine* name was taken from a Canadian World War II era hero named Johnny 
Canuck. 

Rumors quickly circulated that Johnny Canuck would be using the Merlin maildrop for reception 
reports, although the announcer did not give an address during the October 29 transmissions. 
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However, Rob reports that by November 5, the station made over the air announcements that 
confirmed the Merlin contact point It certainly would be a good idea to pay attention to Canadian 
politics during the next several months. It is possible that additional turmoil in the Quebec situation 
could cause this new clandestine to reactivate. 

FLEMING FINDS FUNDACION WEB SITE 

ACE member Ulis Fleming of Maryland has discovered that La Voz de la Fundacion, the longtime quasi- 
clandestine voice of Jorge Mas Canosa's Cuban American National Foundation, maintains a site on the 
world wide web. Ulis says that htpp://www.icancct n^-canfet/englisVprgvox.htm is the magic address to 
access this she. He also sends m the text of this she, which is supplemented whh nine image pictures. WeB 
omit the pictures, but here is the content of Fundacioo's message she: 

"Recognizing the crucial role played by international communications in the collapse of the Soviet 
bloc, on January 7, 1990, the Cuban American National Foundation launched a short-wave radio 
broadcast to Cuba, La Voz de la Fundacion (The Voice of the Foundation), with programming that 
emphasizes the themes of human rights and democracy. It began by airing one hour of programming 
at night, and one hour of programming in the morning. In the course of 5 years the transmissions 
have grown to eight hours dairy, Monday through Saturday. The schedule is as follows: 7:00 AM - 
10:00 AM 31 Meter band / 9955 Khz; 7:00 PM - 9:00 PM 31 Meter Band / 9495 Khz, 9:00 PM - 
(12:00 Midnight / 31 Meter Band / 9955 Khz. (Editor's note: these times seem to be EST, 5 hours 
behind UTC, and they are obviously via WRMI and WHRI relays). 

The efforts of La Voz gained international recognition with the influential British magazine The 
Economist reported that a meeting of the opposition Cuban Democratic Coalition, convened to relay 
information to La Voz, was broken up by Castro security agents, who arrested the participants and 
warned them to cease such communications. La Voz taped the last words of Pablo Gate Casals 
before being arrested: "They may kill us but they will not kill our ideas." "Noti-Fundacion" is a 
three-hour newscast in which 80% of the news originates in Cuba. 

The Opposition groups from inside the island broadcast information on violations of human rights, 
news in general and interviews, making La Voz the main vehicle opposition groups use to 
disseminate their information throughout Cuba. Many make public their names and addresses 
placing at risk their personal safety, so that those who wish to join the opposition may contact them. 

La Voz also regularly features short segment* on human rights, CANFs objectives, and democracy. 
Emphasis is placed on how other nations have achieved freedom, stressing the Eastern European 
experience. The station also broadcasts "Mini-poll," public opinion polls carried out by opposition 
groups and dissidents on the island that cover a broad range of issues from internal Cuban affairs to 
U.S. foreign policy, and a "Question of the day," which is submitted by opposition members in Cuba 
and is geared towards provoking serious thought as well as stimulating the search for answers to the 
Cuban crisis. "Libre" is another segment that details the past and present experiences of newly 
arrived refugees from Cuba. 

La Voz broadcasts as well, editorials, commentaries, and panel discussions on a wide range of 
issues and topics, sports news, political humor and satire, music, poetry, books (reading and 
discussion) and letters from Cuba. Weekly programs oriented towards youth, the armed forces, and 
the reconstruction of Cuba after Fidel Castro are also featured. 

A popular program that has had a tremendous impact centers on the lifestyles of Fidel Castro and 
the government elite, shedding light on corruption and government mismanagement So that there 
can be verification of what is reported, the addresses of government officials in question are 
broadcast This program has served to underscore the tremendous gap between how the Cuban 
people are forced to live as compared to the opulent lives of the government elite. 
La Voz is also dedicated to improving, as it can, the everyday lives of its listeners, broadcasting 
medical information by U.S. physicians to doctors in Cuba who wish to keep up to date with the 
latest advances in medicine. There are also short segments on inner self-improvement and 
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overcoming the fear of change. The message voiced through La Voz de La Fundacion is one of 
hope to the Cuban people, hope that there is life after Castro, and assurance that Cuban belongs to 
all Cubans. 

Another program which has had a tremendous impact inside Cuba is "Ninoska a la Una" aired in 
Miami through CM Q. (1210 AM) at 1:00 P.M. and to Cuba at 9:00 AM. and 11:00 P.M. on 9955 
Khz (31 m. band). Ninoska will call restaurants and hotels, state security officials and Rapid 
Response Brigade leaders as well as other representatives of the power structure in Cuba. She 
badgers her targets with provocative inquiries that dont fail to elicit an aggressive or embarrassing 
response. Why can a tourist receive top medical care and not a Cuban worker? The answer is 
dollars. Ninoska Perez Castellon has been named the best Spanish-language radio personality by the 
Ne» York Times and the Orlando Sentinel has included her amongst the masters of shortwave." 

After this text, the Fundacion web site invites people to "Click here to listen to our Radio I.D. (1.4 
meg. WAV file)." So, if you have missed their shortwave ID, you can hear it on the web. Ulis has 
uncovered a very interesting background description of this operation, which is a rare thing in 
clandestine radio. You will note that although Fundacion is widely considered a front operation for 
Jorge Mas Canosa's aspirations to replace Castro as leader of Cuba, Mas Canosa is not mentioned in 
any of the web site text 

Ulis also says that he believes that La Voz del CID maintains a site on the web, presumably 
including speech segments by Huber Matos and other CID material. He says mat he's working on 
this one, so stay tuned to The ACE for additional developments. 

VINCE HAVRJLKO CID LOGGINGS 

While we are on the subject of La Voz del CID, Vmce Havrildo of Horida sends m some r^ 
this one. CID has survived as probably the last pure anti-Castro clandestine that maintains daDy operations 
from an unlicensed transmitter, generally assumed to be in Guatemala. Vince still regularly hears the 
9941.6V kHz transmitter of CID during local daylight hours. He also reports that he heard a Radio CamiDo 
Cienfuegas identification from CID on 6306 kHz at 1227 UTC on November 19. Vince notes that Cuban 
jamming is very effective on C1I>» frequencies at his Florida QTH. I also hear the jamming here in Ohio, but 
it usually is just a nuisance, with CID shows still pretty wed audible. Between November 16 and 19, 1 had 
an excellent time while attending the Hatteras Island DXpedhkn in Buxton, North Carolina. While on the 
North Carolina Outer Banks, I checked out CCD's 31 meter frequency. It was audibly jammed, but the 
impact of the jamming was just about the same as I usually notice back m Ohio. 

NON-LOGS AND TENTATIVE LOGS OF LA VOZ POPULAR 

While at the Hatteras Island DXpedition, I made a vigorous effort to find the alleged weekly Friday 
broadcast from the anti-Giiatrmalan clandestine La Voz Popular. I checked all over the area just below the 
40 meter ham band between 2300-0030 UTC on local Friday, November 17-18. Unfortunately I failed to 
notice any sign of the clandestine, despite a vigorous bandscan with my Wadrins Johnson HF-1000, my 
Sherwood SE-3 synchronous detector, and a 500 foot longwire antenna that was providing excellent results 
on a considerable amount of DX during this event 

However, ACE member Rick Doehncr of Texas reports slightly better luck. He says that he has an 
evening class on Tuesdays and frequent meetings on Fridays, so if s hard to plop down at the 
receiver at the appointed moment But, he notes that he tentatively logged this station three times on 
variable frequencies between 69SS and 6974 kHz. Usually, his logs come during the 2345-0000 
UTC time frame. Unfortunately, he has not turned these logs into "definites" from "tentative," since 
he has not copied a clear ED on his DX-440 through often heavy static QRN. But, Rick says that 1 
know the difference between SSB (bootleg Spanish language) utilities and AM broadcasters." Rick 
feels sure that bis tentative La Voz Popular logs fall into the latter category, and he thinks that 
"anyone in the southwest with decent gear can find them." How about it? Is anybody else hearing 
them? 
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CUBAN EXILE CONFERENCE 

Ulis Fleming forwards a very interesting wire story by Jim Teeple of the Voice of America, dated November 

7 from Miami. According to Teeple, a second annual four day conference was held in Havana between 

Cuban government officials and 300 "moderate Cuban exiles" from 36 countries. This year's conference 

concluded with an anrKxmcement that Cuban authorities win ease restrictions on Cuban exiles who wish to 

visit Cuba. In the past, returning Cuban ex&s Iwl to apply for a visa each tiineth<y 

Cuban Foreign Minister Roberto Robaina said that Cuban travel documents will now allow an unlimited 

number of visits to the country during a two year period. In addition, passports of other countries will be 

honored during these visits; the country oidy acceiJted Cuban passports fiom Cuban exila 

the other hand, Robaina said that "multiple-entry permits will not be given to exiles who criticize the 

al Studies Professor Jaimie Suchlicki, quoted by the VOA, said that 
le tourist revenues from 
n dollars could go to 

fi^n^'freed' ooUtTcaTprisoners, and freedom of the press in Cuba. R 
authorities "rejected the exiles' pleas" in this regard. 

Despite a continued hard line by the United States in its Cuban foreign policy, it is clear that Cuba 
has begun (albeit slowly) to liberalize its economy during the last couple of years. It will be 
interesting to see if this trend has any impact on the remaining Cuban quasi-clandestine programs 
and pure clandestine broadcasters. Thus far, except for the demise of the CIA's Radio Caiman, we 
seem to see tittle impact of this trend. 

VOICE OF NATIONAL SALVATION 

Among the many logs that I pulled in at the Hatteras Island DXpedition was a broadcast from the North 
Korean (anti-Soum Korea) clandestine^ 

3481 kHz between 2203-2310+ on November 18. Both male and female announcers offered plenty of 



ie, but the November IT Jihad DX #60 cited a Kecskes log on November 1 1 of this clandestine 
with a *0955 UTC sign-on, with "revolution type music." Kecskes noted jamming during his log, 
but I heard no jamming at all from North Carolina during the DXpedition. During hours of winter 
propagation to Asia, this station can be fairly easy to pull in, even from here in North America.

If the survey refects a valid sample of our membership, our members are fairty advanced listeners. The average number of years of 
listening to shortwave from our 5A respondcmt wit 14.1 years. Fifty nine percent reported listening for pirates every weekend, and 37% 
reported listening sometimes. Sixty five percent of our respondents said that their mam radio was a table top model, with 48% saying 
that they mainly used a portable. Antenna types were split almost 30-50 between dipoles and longwire. Only 28% responded that they 
participate in the ACE awards program. Fifty four percent responded that they had a modem, while 58% percent of the respondents said 
they had Interact access. Only 45 people answered the question about ACE BBS usage, and a scant 31% said they used the BB
